Location: St. Louis County Ramp from MO 364 to Southbound I-270 / Southbound |-270 past MO 364 

Event Type: Multi-vehicle crash with fatality and injuries 

Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 4 of 4 travel lanes affected equals (=) 100% 

Incident Details: Fatality crash with injuries. Multiple vehicles collided in the right lane and came to rest at the bottom of the ramp from Eastbound MO 
364 to Southbound |-270. Due to the location of the incident, the ramp from Rte. D to Southbound |-270 and the mainline of Southbound |I-270 had to be 
closed. 

Action Taken: TMC Operators discovered the incident at 6:02 am. At that time St. Louis County PD was just arriving on scene and getting into position. 
DMS boards were not activated at that time due to a TransSuite server glitch, in which the TMC could not communicate with the DMS boards’ server. The 
main incident occurred at the bottom of the ramp from Eastbound MO 364 to Southbound I-270, but mainline lanes were taken when EMS, Fire 
Department, and Maryland Heights PD arrived at 06:03 am. All Emergency Response responded to the mainline lanes. Initially the left shoulder of the MO 
364 ramp to Southbound I-270 remained open for traffic to access Southbound |-270, but was finally closed by Police at 6:25 am. TMC staff advised all 
ER still enroute to set up a diversion for traffic to take MO 364 due to the queue backing up to Dorsett Road. At 6:45 am ER arrived and began the set up 
for diverting traffic at MO 364 / Route D. The diversion was completed and in place at 7:04 am. At this time TMC staff noticed the ramp from Route D to 
Southbound I-270 was still open to traffic. TMC staff advised PD to close the ramp and at 7:11 am the ramp was closed. At 7:30am the incident was 
confirmed to involve a fatality and the TMC began their notifications check list. Incident Commander, Communications, Motor Carriers and EOC were 
notified. While reconstruction worked the scene, ER stayed at the back of the incident directing traffic on to MO 364. While directing traffic, ER was struck 
by a vehicle. They did not sustain injury and the vehicle left the scene abruptly. Area IM was sent on the hour every hour for the duration of this incident. 
The extended incident event time was due to incident investigation and reconstruction. Traffic queued 1 mile on the MO 364 eastbound ramp and 3.3 
miles along Southbound I-270 mainline.

Event Type: Two-Vehicle Fatal Crash 

Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 2 of 2 travel lanes affected equals (=) 100%, but traffic was able to drive on the left shoulder 

Incident Details: ER was traveling through the area near Route N on I-64 when they drove upon the scene of a 2-vehicle crash. ER made Dispatch 
aware as TMC staff overheard the accident being dispatched by highway patrol over the scanner. 

Action Taken: The incident was entered into ATMS and boards were activated to warn the traffic approaching that there was an incident ahead with one 
lane of traffic passing through. EMS, Fire and O'Fallon PD arrived on scene shortly after ER and positioned their vehicles in the lanes ahead of ER to 
protect the scene of the incident. Highway Patrol took command of the incident when they arrived on scene and confirmed the fatality. The crash team and 
medical examiner arrived on scene for incident investigation and reconstruction. Once both vehicles were removed by tow all traffic congestion was 
cleared. No queue was ever built up due to this incident.

Fenton Fire Department and Fenton EMS arrived on 
scene at 4:37 am. Two ER units arrived on scene and provided traffic control blocking the three right lanes of Eastbound |-44 before I-270. Two 
additional ER units arrived to assess and assist with the removal of the tractor trailer. MSHP arrived on scene at 5:06 am. The heavy tow arrived on 
scene at 5:53 am and a second heavy tow arrived at 6:02 am. The left lane was closed at 8:33 am to upright the tractor trailer resulting in all lanes 
closed. The left lane was then reopened at 8:49 am. The number 2 lane re-opened at 9:00 am providing traffic relief and then closed again at 9:21 am 
for further removal and washdown. Lane 2 then re-opened at 9:28 am. All lanes opened at 9:32 am. The EOC, AE, Communication Staff, Motor Carriers, 
Health Department, and the MoDOT Incident Management Coordinator were all notified. The TMC messaged for the event and entered it into TMS to 
notify the public of the closure. Incident, update and cleared alerts were used to advise management of the closure. Traffic queued approximately 3.5 
miles, but returned to normal approximately 17 minutes after all lanes were opened. The extended incident duration was from the tractor trailer being 
fully loaded with oranges, the need for the washdown and multiple heavy tows needed for assistance.

Action Taken: The TMC operator received a phone call from police of the incident, the operator then confirmed the closure via CCTV and notified 
MoDOT Emergency Response to assist with traffic control. TMC Operators entered the event into ATMS and activated appropriate DMS boards. An 
incident alert, update, and clearance were sent out to the appropriate email groups. Community Relations, EOC and the Traffic Incident Coordinator 
were also notified. All lanes were closed, traffic was diverted off onto Hampton Ave. All on ramps to Westbound |-44 from Hampton to Elm were closed 
by Webster Groves PD and St. Louis City PD. Webster Groves Fire and Webster Groves EMS were all on the scene as well as a light tow for the 
vehicle. Crash investigation team responded and conducted their investigation. Traffic queued 1 mile at its peak and all traffic returned to normal after 
the incident cleared.
